It may be that Canada will have 
a happier experience than its 
neighbor in its venture into this 
branch of state socialism. It is to 
be hoped so, though the proéeed- 
ings thus far cannot be said to 
encourage the hope. It is in our 
\favor that our Government has 
less railway on which to lose 
money, but there are less than ten 
per cent. as many people to make 
And while 
the U.S. only took on Government 
operation as a temporary responsi- 
bility in war time, Canada is tied 
up to it permanently. The U. S. is 
buying out by granting the com- 
panies whatever they want in the 
way of rates if they will only take 
back the roads. There is no chance 
of Canada buying out, We are in 
it for good, and must make the 
roads pay or put up their losses. 

The U, 8, companies have intro- 
duced something new into the situ- 
}ation by telling the inter-state 
commerce commission that if they 
jare allowed to increase freight 
rates that will not increase the cost 
| of living. If the U. S. companies 
|have really figured out a way to 
raise freight rates without raising 
the cost of the things carried it is
